TOWN WARRANT. 


THE STATE OF NEw HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at Childs’ Opera 
House in said town, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act on 
the following subjects: 

1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, Highway Agent and Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year, Trustee of the Fuller Public Library for the two en- 
suing years, and all other necessary .own officers or agents 
for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Town Treasurer and Tax Collector to the Town Auditors, 
the reports of the Auditors, Agents, Committees or other 
town officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

3. To raise such sums cf money as may be necessary 
to meet the current expenses of the town and apply upon 
the principal and interest of the town debt, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the building and repairing highways, bridges and 
culverts. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for 
school purposes, other than that required by law, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money, not to exceed seventy-five dollars ($75.00) for Sen- 
ator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to be used Memorial Day. 
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+. ‘To sée if the town will vote to continue the present 
laws in force prohibiting cattle and horses from running at 
large in the highways. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for 
the support of the Fuller Public Library, or pass any vote 
‘relating thereto. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for the purpose of observing Old Home Week, or 
make any disposition of the money on hand raised for that 
purpose, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

10. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to completing the Town History, raise money therefor, or 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

11. To see if the town will vote to have the Invoice 
and Taxes printed the ensuing year, with the valuation of 
each lot of real estate printed separately, and appropriate a 
sum of money therefor, or take any other action thereon. 

12. To see if the town will vote to sell the Harriett 
- McAlpine farm, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

13. To see if the town will vote to increase the 

Liquor License Fee, according to Chap. 95, Sect. 32, Session 
‘ Laws, I903, or pass any vote relating thereto. 
14. To ‘see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure State aid 
for the permanent improvement of highways, under the 
law’ passed at the January Session, 1905. 

15. Totransact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

We have obtained a certified copy of the clause of each will 
in which the bequest was made, showing the conditions 
under which they were received. By request of the Com- 
mittee raised for this purpose the Selectmen have given the 
town notes payable to the order of the Selectmen.for each 
bequest not already made promissory. 


2000.00. Extract from will of Mark W. Fuller. 
$ 


Article 4th. I give and bequeath to the town of Hillsbo- 
rough Two Thousand Dollars ($2000) to be by said 
town invested as they may deem proper, upon the two 
following conditions, viz:—First, that the said town 
shall yearly expend for the benefit of said town and its 
inhabitants, an amount of money equal to the income 
of this said bequest, the question as to the way and 
manner in which it shall be expended to be decided by 
a vote of the town at any legal meeting, and, Second, 
that the said town shall forever keep in good and suit- 
able repair and condition the ‘Fuller Plat” in the 
cemetery in said town between the “Upper” and 
“Lower” Villages, and I hereby order and direct my 
said executrix to pay the same or said sum over to said 
town as soon as may be after my decease and upon the 
town accepting the same, upon the stated conditions, 
otherwise, I order the said sum to be paid to my 
nephew, Wirt X, Fuller of Boston, Mass.

For Special School District, 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1905. 


The Board of Education for the Hillsborough Bridge 
Special School District respectfully submits the following 
report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1905: 

The progress of the schools for the past year has been 
very satisfactory and the citizens should feel gratified with 
the advance that has been made and the gyeciion in 
which they are at the present time. 

At the beginning of the school year we found that we 
had about seventy scholars in the second and third grades 
and only one school room with one teacher to accommo- 
date this number. The board was obliged to divide them 
into two schools. They accomplished this by removing the 
first grade into a room in the Messenger building and 
using the thus vacated room for the second grade. 

We have been fortunate in securing competent and 
efficient teachers who have manifested their ability and 
faithfulness, having a high conception of their responsi- 
bilities in the discharge of their respective duties. 

We have at the present time forty-five scholars in our 
high school which has maintained a high degree of excel- 
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lence under the instruction of Prof. R. B. Barton and 
his able assistants. We are gratified to notice that the ma- 
jority of the scholars realize that having completed or 
graduated from the ninth grade their education is not fin- 
ished, but just commenced and a thorough course in our 
high school is essential and necessary. A thorough educa- 
tion or preparation to fit themselves to enter any college 
can be obtained if they so desire. i 

It is the desire of the board to work in harmony with 
all citizens, especially the parents of the scholars, to have 
our schools firstclass in every particular and we request 
that if any person has any suggestion to make whereby the 
schools can be benefitted they will bring it to the attention 
of the board who will be pleased to co-operate in all mat- 
ters that will be for the best interest of our public schools. 

We wish to express our thanks to the citizens of the 
district for their aid and assistance.
